PIOUTING TYRARNZ. 

One hoara almost overy day complaints 
against ‘the ruling ¢lassoa of this country. 
When tho timacomes to write the history of 
tho mandarinate, it willbe mainly a history 
of injustice, What con be expected from 
a land whore the longest pursg-strings, with’ 
scarevly an exveption, invariably win the 
day 7° Discontout ie deep and widespread, 
Nub axyet no ono “has arjscn to doliver the 
povple from thoir thraldom.. When the 
Chinese have the courage of their. couvjc- 
tions, the days of this tyranny will bo rium 
Wored. It is no wonder, in the meantime, 
that a Ubinaman in. his trouble appeals to 
any one whom he thinks likely to influence 
the rulors in his favour, That is tho ox- 
planation of many of the litigations and 
dispates connected with the minsions in 
China., Many of the missionaries set their 
faces against trying toinduence tho ‘ powers 
that bo? in favour df their clienta, And 
the roason:for that is not lack of sympathy, ° 
but because they feol they are treading on 
dangerous ground. Their business is the 
diseomination of principles of truth and 
righteousness, and thoy hayo nothing to do 
with tho onfurcoment of thom in the life of 
tho ‘pe plo. That is the aphoro of tho 
magistrate.. Not evory missionary exer- 
cisos all the care he might do in the mattor 
of giving his card to help converts, Re- 
cently a Chinese preacher wont.,to a well- 
known doctor with o story of oppression? 
Tho worthy doctor was moved as any 
man with any senso of -justloe would 


peace. It was not for the purpuso_of. 
esrtaining what was the ground we neces- 
sarily required for a synogogue. It was 
for the purpose of ascertaining how 
much we.. wero to givesto Mr -Beli- 
tics. Mr Danby explaincd what Mr Beli- 
liog wanted, At that meeting Mr Danby 
did not give any verbal explanation of what 
Mr Belilios intondod ta do with his uppor 
lots.
